[UT Mr. WatsinGuam comes clofer to 
y the point, and begins to charge the Wri- 
ter of the Letter home; whofe words he 
gives us in the next paragraph. ¢ The 
Gen,‘ Common Council have a right te receive 

z¢ 9 * or reject any Petition that may be of 
fered to them ; which indeed the very nature of a Pe- 
tition fuppofes in thofe to whom it is prefented; who 
may either read it, or lay it afide, without afligning any 
reafon for fo doing.” This whole pofition tho’ Mr. Wat- 
sINGHAM does not think’ fit to deny, yet in great heat at 
firft he calls the Writer a ba/e and groveling flave for affer- 
ting it. But, cooling a little, he treats him only as an im- 
pertinent flave, for having afferted it unfeafonably, and 
miftaken the very Queftion in difpute. * I hold it, fays 
¢ he, to be great impertinence to tell me what they can do, 
¢ when the Queftion abfolutely is what they ought to do?” 
Now I think the only proper Queftion here is, What 
they could rightfully de, or whether they had aright to re- 
jeét a Petition without reading it. If they had, J bold it to 
be great impertinence in any private perfon to fet himfelf up 
for a Judge of the latter Queftion, What they ought to 
have done ? They themfelves were certainly the belt Judges 
of that, who probably knew all the circumftances of the 
affair in agitation; and coyld beft tell the motives upon 
which they proceeded in oppofing it: of both which 
others, whom it did not concern, may juftly be fuppofed 
to be more ignorant. Amd altho’ ‘ the power of any 
* Afflembly does not prove, as this Gentleman obferves, 
* the equity, or the expediency of their proceedings; yet 
he hiinfelf owns, that ‘we muft in many cafes fub- 
* mit to authority: and this take to be one, in which 
a private perfon is obliged to acquiefce, when a matter 
has been propofed to a proper authority, and thereby re- 
ceived a full determination. But that * we are obliged to 
* believe, that fuch a determination is juft, or prudent, 
* meer/y becaufe it is authoritative, I know no man that 
aflerts; I am certain the Writer of the Letter has 
no affertion like it. And yet this Gentleman has the ho- 
nelty to charge him with advancing this doctrine; and the 
good manners to treat him as a baf/e and seg flave 
on that account. I fhiall leave this {econd inftance of con- 
troveriia] fidelity to the examination and judgment of the 
Reader 5; who will eafily difcover on which fide the da/e- 
reé/s lyes, and &x that brand of infamy upon it which it 
deferves. 

The Affertion mentioned above, which is not even 
denied by this Gentleman, concludes thus, ¢ and no per- 
* fon has any authority to demand any reafon of them, or 
* to centure them for not afligning one.’ Where by mo per- 
for is evidently meant, x0 fingle private perfon, fuch as the 
Free Briton. In an{wer to which he fays, * Gentlemen, 
* this isa falfhood that You, the Citizens of London, will 
* ever difprove : for You have authority to demand rea- 
* ions of your Commen Counci/ for every thing that they 
‘ have done, &c. This Affertion, fuppofing it true, is 
an adinirable argument: The Citizens of London, meaning 














the majority of them, have authority to demand reafons | 


tor the actions of their Commen Council, who were cho- 


fen by them : therefore every impertinent Joun a Noxes, | 


every inquifitive Francis WALsINGHAM, every bold Week- 
ly Journalift, who is a Free Briton, has authority to make 
the like demand, tho’ he has not fo much as a vote in 
electing them. And this argument is immediately fol- 
lowed by another as good, to prove this authority to be 
in the Citizens: ‘If they, [the Common Council] refufe to 
* give you reafons, or do not give you fuch as are /uff- 
* cient, ---- why then, Gentlemen, you may diveft them 
* of all their autherity, when they apply to you for Nez 
* Powers, as they mutt on St. Thomas's day 3 and you may 
‘ choofe fuch perfons in their room as will more tfaithful- 
‘ ly account to you for the difcharge of theirduty.” The 
force of which reafoning is in other words this: You may 
dice them of all their authority, when they have really 
none ; their authority neceffarily ceafing on S. Thomas 
day, fince they were chofen only for a year: and having 
divefed them, by not choofing them again, you may in- 
velt other perions with the {ame authority by chufing 
them in their room. ‘Thus this boafted authority in the 
Citizens of London to demand reafons of their Common 


Council for their aétions ; this right, which,*he fays, they 
are bern to inherit, is no more thana right of choofing 
other Members into that Court, when the term for which 
the prefent were at firft chofen is expired. There is in- 
deed one circumftance, which aggrandizes this coercive 
power of the Citizens over their Common Council Men, 
That it extends as well to the dead, as to the living, and 
exerts itfelf equally, and in the fame manner, upon both. 
So that if either of the cafes, which he puts, fhould hap- 
pens if either they do not give fuch realons as are [uffi- 
cient, which a few of them perhaps cannot; or if they 
obftinately refufe to give any at all, which fome of the 
Living probably may, and all the Dead certainly will re- 
Sufe to do ; why then, the Citizens may proceed toa new 
eleCtion, and fo dive? them of all their authority, of 
which the former had been already diveffed by time, and 
the latter by death. 

In the Letter it is faid, * To appeal from the Court of 
© Common Council to the Citizens in their unreprefented 
* Body is extremely infolent.’ To which Mr. Watsinc- 
HAM replies, This ‘is as much as to fay, that you [the 
* Citizens] have no right to receive appeals from your own 
* Delegates. It might as well be called extremety in/olent 
* to appeal from an inferiour Judge to a fuperiour, from 
‘ a lefer Court toa greater.’ ‘The whole ftrength of 
which Argument runs thus, The collective, uwreprefented 
body of the people of London, being a greater Body than 
the Common Council, are confequently a greater Court, con- 
fifting of /uperior Fudges ; who having appointed the 
Common Council] men only as their Delegates, have re- 
ferved to themfelves a right to receive appeals from 
them, and to reverfe their determinations. * This [right 
* of appeals}, he fays, is no lefs warranted by Reafon, 
‘ than by Law:?” and fubjoins as the reafon, That * it is 
* juft and innocent to fuppofe, that the Many are lefs 
* liable to error than the Few.’ The juffice and inno- 
cence of fuppofing this, or the truth of the fuppofition it 
felf, I fhall not at prefent difpute : but even fuppofing it 
true, I cannot acknowledge this to be the rea/on, upon 
which appeals in general are founded, fince they are fre- 
quently made from a larger number of ‘fudges to a {maller : 
and even when they are made from afmaller toa larger, it is 
not on the account of the number, but of the rank and 
dignity of the Fudges. He goes on triumphantly. 
‘ If there is a deraier Refort to the People, where error 
‘ may be correéted, or truth receive its final fanction, 
* where then is the infolence, &c.?® Thus has he evi- 
dently fhewn this appeal to the People of London not be 
infolent, by hedlie that they are the dernier Ke/fort, 
to corre error, or give a fanétion to Truth, which is the 
very thing which he ought to have proved. 

The Writer of the Letter had likewife faid, that to 
intimate, as Mr. Watsincuam had plainly done, ‘ that if 
* the opinions of the Citizens were taken by a poll, the 
* determination would be direétly contrary to that of the 
* Common Council, wa; extremely infolent. To which 
Mr. WALsINGHAM aniwers, That this * is no more than 
* to fay, that the people do femetimes differ in opinion 
‘ with their Reprefentatives, as it is highly fitting that 
‘ they fometimes ougét to do’. Surely to infinuate, that 
the Citizens would vote direfly contrary to their Repre- 
fentatives, is fomewhat more than to fay, that the peo- 
ple do /ometimes diffcr in epinion with them. Nay, Mr. 
WALSsINGHAM has put this in much ftronger terms, and 
faid plainly, that zo man can pretend to doubt, that this 
would be the confequence of a geveral pol/. Towhich, 
tho’ I cannot altogether affent, yet I believe the number 
of the Doubters is very inconfiderable, compared with 
thofe who can’t pretend to doubt, but are morally certain, 
that the opinion of the Common Council would be 
confirmed by the People. And it fo, then this pro- 
ceeding, according to Mr. Watsincuam, muft neceffa- 
tily be right. For, as he obferves, Reprefentatives ma 
‘ err, and often do err; but fhall we charge the People 
* with error, beyond whom we have no refort?’ He fays 








‘ obfervation canaot furnifh one inftance of a publick Af- 
« fembly in all things wverring.” But he no where fays, 
that there can never be fuch an Affembly, but plainly fup- 
pofes that a general Affembly of the Nation, nay of the 
People of London, if called together, would be fuch, and 
not to be charged with error. 
But the Author of the Letter * has the confummate ef- 
| * fiontery to make an Appeal trom the Perfons reprefent- 
‘ ing to the periuns reprefented illegal and feditiows.’ In

anfwer to which Mr. WarsinGuam fays, thit fuch ap- 
peal ‘ is declared to be fo by no Laws nor would it be 
© confirued fo by any fett of Judges, unlefs fuch inftru- 
¢ ftruments as SaunpeErs, Scroccs, or Jerrerig£s.’ 
Whereby he plainly owns, that fuch appea/ may come 
within the letter of the Law, and be confrued illegal and 
feditious, by corrupt Judges. But generally fpeaking, all 
Judges are upright whilft they are upon the Bench; and 
only found to be corrupt by the prevalence of a contrary 
Party. And therefore what he fiys amounts to no more 
than this, That upright Judges of his opinion would’ not 
confirue {uch appeal to be i//egal and /editious, and none 
but corrupt Judges would: which is begging the queftion. 
To fhew that fuch appeal was-feditious, it was added 
in the Letter, that ‘ it tends to overturn all regular Go- 
‘ vernment, and to ifitroduce confafion. ° This Mr. Wat- 
SINGHAM anfwers in a very concife manner, by calling it 
a fiale, gt infamous Topick. 

The Author of the Letter had defired Mr.WatstncHaM 
no * apply this do€trine to the Reprefentatives of the Pec 
‘ ple in Parliament, or to aflign a reafon why it may not 
‘ as well be extended to rhem, as to the Reprefentatives of 
‘ the City in Common Council.’ Inanfwer to which, he /o- 
lemny profeffes, « that he is not able to aflign any /uch reas 
‘ fon; and hopes God will ever give him more grace, 
‘ and that he fhall never be fo ba/e and infamous as to at- 
tempt it. And he had before declared, ‘That the mean- 
ef of the People have a natural and lawful right to exa- 
mine the traniaétions of the greate? Affembly. This is 
the glory and the Birthright gf Englifhmen. We Bri- 
tons have the boa/ed privilege of {peaking and writing 
our free opinions, even of i {upreme power. We are 
entitled to examine the fitness of. every Law which our 
Reptefentatives have made, ahd of every proceeding which 
they have tranfa¢ted.’ Yes, this is true, if it be in ors 
der to approve and commend, but not to cenfure and 
condemn them. For the Author of a Letter to CaLep 
D’ Anvers, E({q; printed in the Dai/y Courant of Nov. 
19. tells him, * That if by the right of Englifhmen in 
* general to examine all matters of Government and Reli- 
- gion, he means a right of doing it with impunity, he 
« fears, he reckons without his hoft:’ inftancing wm two 
perfons, One under profecution, and the other under con- 
finement, for being a little too free about Political and Re» 
ligious matters: and then juftly obferves, * That the Pre/t 
‘ is /eft open to every man’s ule at his di/cretion and peri’y 
« juit as the Law leaves the ufe of Arms.’ And this I 
perceive is exaétly agreeable even to Mr. WatsincHam's 
fentiments and practice For immediately after the aboves 
mentioned /olemn profefion, he adds, ‘The equity and 
¢ juftice of Parliaments will, I hope, ever bear, as they 
© do at prefent, the teft of publick Enquiries. If they do 
‘ not, I hope, tho’ we are in x0 condition, nor ought to 
‘ difpute their power, that the people will ey fitter Re- 
‘ prefentatives.’ So that, tho’ we Free Britons have the 
bcafted priviledge of /peaking and writing our free opigions 
of the fupreme Power; yet we are in 20 ¢oudition, nor 
oughy to difpute that power, by /peaking or writing, let 
it do what it will. 

Mr. Watstwciam objects againft the Writer of the 
Letter, that he ‘is very inquifitive to know, Who he is, 
‘ whether he is a Citizen, a Livery-man, a Trade/maty 
‘ &c.’ Ido not find any merks of ingwifitivene/s in that 
Writer on this occafion: who only (to fay the worg) 
anfwers one impertinent queftion by asking of another, 
which is allowed to be the beft way of anfwering. Mr. 
Watstnonam had asked, *‘ Who are your Common Coun-

¢ Pray, Sir, Who are you? Who is this Writer, that bas

‘ rious, Vile and outrageous manner? &c.” Adding, tnat

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every perion. And yet this Mr. WatsincHaM rep oye: 
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Ay. WatsinGuam complaing, that he has been treat- 
ad with much oxvtvage and adu/e in the Letter: that he is 
there calidad a Courtier; a Dependaat on a Courtier; a 
divers Servants a Hirelings andan Incerdiary. I can- 
net out wonder, that this Gentleman fhould account it any 
extraze or abuJe to be called either a Courtier, or a Depen- 
dant on a Courtier. Canany thing be more honourad/e tor 
a Subject than to be a Courtier? And if not, ean a Depend- 
art on a Courtier be a difhonourable appellation?

‘The ceremony of the Princefs Royal's 
masriage with the Prince of Bareith, was performed about 
6 in the evening of the 2oth, in the great Hall, called 
the Hall of Poland; where M. Noltenius, Minifter to the 
Court, gave thein the nuptial benediétion, and afterwards 
made a fine oration upon the reunion of the Houfes of 
Anfpach and Bareith with the Royal Family, from which 
they had been fo many years fepavated. While the cere- 
mony was performing, 100 cannon were fired; after which 
there was a Ball that lafted till g o’clock, and then they 
went to fipper. At the King’s table, of 30 covers, fat 
none but Princes and Princefles, who, excepting their 
Majefties, the Princefs Royal, and the Margraves of Ba- 
reith, Father and Son, cait lots for their places, to prevent 
difputes. “There were, befide this table, 11 others, of 24 
covers each. Alter fupper they danced the Facke/ Tantzx 
or Flambeau Davee, wiual upon fuch occafions; and on 
this there were 32 Generals and Colonels with Flambeaux, 
in their hands. The Princefs Royal danced with ever 
Prince, and the Prince of Bareith with the Queen and af 
the Princefles. The dancing being over, the Princefg 
Royal and the Prince of Bareith were undrefled and put 
to bed, where all the Court faw them a quarter of an 
hour. During this time, the King divided the Princefs 
Royal’s garter, and diftributed it among the perfons o 
preatclt diftinction; after which they all withdrew. Thé 
next morning the Princefs Royal found upon her toilet a 
pair of buckles and a crofs, valued at 50,00@ Crowns, as 
a prefent from the Margrave of Bareith. Lait night there 
was 4 Ball; when, about an hour betore fupper, the Prince 
Royal, tor whom the King had fent from Kuftrin, with- 
out acquainting any one with it, came through the crowd;
